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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 

1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6 March 2007 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amended the claims as suggested by the examiner (advisory action mailed 9 
February 2007). However, the rejection basis has not changed because the amendment is 
fact taught by the prior art of record. The examiner regrets that his after-final search was not 
more careful, and the present rejection is made non-final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4 - Claims 1-3. 7. 8 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Independent claims 1 , 7 and 8 contain the follow 
improper Markush group (MPEP § 21 73.05(h)l): 

"the geographical factor being obtained from location designation information inputted by 
a user, information which represents a latitude and longitude of a position at which the 
information terminal is present and which is obtained from GPS (Global Positioning 
System)." (Claim 1 lines 5-8, and similarly in claims 7 and 8.) 

This rejection can be overcome by replacing "a user, information" with - a user or 
information -. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-3. 7. 8 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
ILCISIN (US 20020044067A1 ). 

7. ILCISIN teaches (independent claims 1 , 7 and 8) an advertisement posting system, a 
method of calculating an advertising cost and a computer readable record medium which 
stores said method in said system, the system comprising: 

a geographic factor designation/acquisition unit {geographical locating device 20, para. 
[0021], [0022] and [0027]), the geographical factor being obtained from information which 
represents a latitude and longitude of a position at which the information terminal is present 
and which is obtained from GPS (para. [0058]-[0063]); 

an advertisement cost calculating unit (billing information system 36, para. [0039]), 
calculating the cost of the advertisement in consideration of the geographical factor (para. 
[0009]); and 

an advertisement posting unit (rendering system 24 para. [0032]). 

For claims 7 and 8, a set of billing log parameters (para. [0039]) reads on a base cost 
calculation table. 

8. The reference also teaches: claims 2, 3 and 15-17 at the citations given above and at para. 
[0047] and [0055]. For claims 3 and 17, the user's reported time at location reads on "user 
information". 
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Possibility of Allowable Subject Matter 

9. None of the English-language prior art made of record teaches or suggests any of the kinds 
of "user information" disclosed at pp. 8-9 of the spec (which is generally called demographic 
information). Hence, the present rejection could be overcome by limiting the claims to one 
or more of these kinds of information. However, at least Owensby (US 20020077 130A1 ) 
has been identified in a preliminary search as teaching demographic information and being 
combinable with ILCISIN. Hence the examiner is not sanguine that the instant invention is 
patentable. 

10. Applicant is cautioned that an allowance could not be considered until this or any other 
amendment is thoroughly searched.
